"Wc are only young once," it is often said, and the speakers 
in nine caws out of ten draw from this moral that it is advisable 
to" have a good time while we can, to take all the pleasures thai 
can be squeezed in to a few short years of youth, and to sow a 
few Wild oats while the ground is in good condition. 

Whatever canting moralists may say with uplifted brows 
to this school of thought, which is as ancient as Omar (he Per- 
sian, we maintain that the underlying idea is fundamentally a 
right one.. The underlying idea seems to be that while we arc 
young, with unimpaired health, with wide-awake faculties, keen 
senses and an alert test for life and lixnng, that wc should en- 
deavour to use these gifts to their utmost, to enjoy them while 
>'C" can. But the exponents of this enjoy-lifr-whilc-you'rc-young 
philosophy sometime* go to extremes and raise such a crop of 
■wild oats that the later and more beneficial crops are utterly 
choked. They enjoy life not wisely but too well, with the result 
that health and energies are impaired, and the thing they have 
feared so much happens — youth goes, and takes with it the ca- 
pacity for large and healthy enjoyment of living. 

Nevertheless, if applied, not merely to the pursuit of plea- 
sure, .but to the whole art of living, the idea of employing strenu- 
ously and to th'ëir fullest extent all the faculties of youth is a good 
one.' It is not enough to say, "Have a good time while you're 
young." Youth should bring its eager strength not only to its play, 
"but to the serious business and endeavour of life. You arc young, 
and 3*ou are strong, you have a dearer eye and a firmer hand 
than you will ever have.- Don't waste the opportunities that these 
give, and, do not on any account think that the advantages that 
they afford you are to be used only in seeking out pleasure and 
a having a good time. 

It is to college men above all that the gTeat opportunity of 
naking the most of their youth is granted, and we who have been 
elected by fortune or lucky chance to share together the benefits 
of university life, should certainly not neglect to utilize' "the physi- 
cal, mental and spiritual' advantages, that are uniquely offered by 
•the conjunction of youth and the university. Wh*t : « regietable 
loss and waste is the young student who slouches through college, 
just barely taking enough interest in his work to scrape through 
his examinations by dint of more or less spasmodic cramming, 
dead to the world of art and music and literature with which 
he has ample chance to become familiar through the medium of 
the university library, museum, lectures, societies and musical or- 
ganizations. See to it that you make the most of your opportuni- 
ties. Don't be a waster.

OXFORD COLLEGE LIFE 

Amcrlam students who object to 
helns pollct-d by the faculty, forced 
to attend claases regularly and take 
numerous examination?, might "«5ll 
en\-j' the freedom o£ Oxford students 
according to Herbert E. Clefton, as. 
elstant professor of Romance langu- 
ages who spent throe and one-hall 
yenr<=, 1920 to 1323, at Oxford as a 
Rhodes echolar and who is the only 
member of the University faculty who 
has had that honor. At bxforl attend- 
ance at lectures is not compuisory. 
nor ore periodical examinations given. 

"The Oxford man is trained to be 
an, English gentleman," explained Pro. 
f essor Cleft on. "He learns one sub- 
ject well and acquires much general 
Unow:ndpo becuse of the character of 
the school itself, particularly the dis- 
tinct student life and tho Intellectual 
discussion In which all take part. 
Athletics also play an Important part 
In his life, and a different kind of so- 
cial llfo than that familiar to Ameri- 
can students." 

One Subject Required 
Under tho Oxford system of educa- 
tion, n student lakes only one subject 
He Joins a college and must live at 
that college. Professor Clefton com- 
pared the separate colleges, each sur- 
runtled by high walls, to monasteries. 
Each student bus a tutor who meets 
him weekly, sussvsts which lectures 
In attend ami what books to read. 
Thoro are no cdassea. The student 
attends about throe lecture» a week 
theso always belli? In tho morning'. 
The responsibility of attending teo- 
tuift rests entirely upon the student, 
Examinations are given upon entrance 
Into the school, at the rnd of the 
two year purled, and before being 
given a degree. 

"Every afternoon is devoted to 
Mpprtu In which all .students take 
purl." s«Ul Professor Clofton. "Ol 
oouuo, every one would Uko to mako 
tho all-Unlveislty team, but thai is 
|ipiKis»lblo, mill, as ouch colloggo with- 
in the University bus ooveral teams, 
a tttudunt may beUms to the third or 
fptpth teutn of his college.

To the Editor of the McGill Daily: — 

Dear Sir: — It has been in my mine 
for some time to wriie to the Daily 
conccming a matter which in my 
opinion, deserves some careful thought 
and consideration. 

A short time ago. you may r»raem 
ber, the McGUi Glee Club gave a con 
cert in the R. V. C. which was, 
••loture to say. a success musically, 
but rather a failure in point ef nutn 
bers In the audience. I imagine it 
would be a liberal estimate to place 
.he numbor of studjahts present at 
twenty. five; in fact, I doubt if at any 
one of the five concerts which this 
ttrganlzatlon has presented, more than 
twenty or thirty students havt shown 
e.iough interest to attend. 

That something is radically wrong 
i; quite appareir.. Either tho Glee 
C ub a» a serious orsunlzation is so 
poor and unworthy that it docs not 
deeervv or merit the support and In- 
lereat of the studeut body, or else, tho 
student body is simply unconcerned, 
and indifferent to the welfare of a 
club, the ideals and aims of which 
aro unquestionably high and deserv- 
ing; for on each cociwiofl, the con- 
cert were well advertised. 

This, 1 conceive to bo tho issue, and 
I have enough conceit in the Gloe Club, 
and itb actual musical results und at- 
t lin monta, which havg been attained 
t ily by a b irU uphill fight, and Jo- 
splto setbacks, opposition and oc- 
casionally scorn and derision, to bo- 
licve the Utter supposition to bo true 
namely thatj ihe studerx body aro 
<■ tie indlf feront to good music. 



Tho following accounts of the polit 
lc»| h tuation from a. partisan point 
Of vlev: have been specially written 
for the McGill Dally by prominent 
publicists ronneeted with the govern- 
ment and Iho opposition. 

The Government 

That the time Is now ripe frr tho 
recognition of tho Russian Govern- 
ment has been conceded in nuai'y 
every quarter. NovertholcsK there 
ha? been ov need a rather general hes- 
itation on the part of most, of the 
lately allied governments to break tho 
ice and do so. 

With th/>lr usual boldness where 
tho country's fient Interests are con- 
cerned, however, tho wverrimont has 
not hesitated to lon/1 tbo way. All 
through the Present session the Lib- ' 
crals have fearlessly pressed all 
measures which th* occasion seemed 
to demand. Now a. strong party al- 
liance of the Mhoral-Libour partie.) 
will do Its best to press th.; same 
straightforward measures over all op. 
position. ' 

That such opposition will be pra- 
pared by tho Centre Party is Inevit- 
able. On the sone'rdl "Agin* tho Gov'- 
rnopt" principle this party will vote 
against any measure Introduced from 
across th.; way, no matter how on- 
lightened a one, rhyme nor reason not 
w.thstar.dlng. 

However, tho Liberal -Labour party 
stands ready. Ir, has thrown down tho 
gauntlet, and beware who takes it up, 
for the "Recognition of the Soviet 
Government of Russia" haa able 
champions m the sponsors of the bill. 
The Hon. A. 0. Lloyd, .Secretary ..f 
.State for Foreign Affairs will move 
and the Hon. Bernard Cohen, Min- 
ister of Finance, will accond this 
stringent measure. Under such safe 
p lotage ail omens seem to indicate 
another government victory; ir. Cac*, 
ow'.ns; t:". the newly inanguratcrf pol- 
icy of the Union Cafeteria, of main- 
lining tho "open door" till 12 o'clock, 
waffles would seem to hold the only 
dangérous rivalry for the supuor: of 
the honorable members. 

All of the same-thinking electorato 
w.ii need r.o convincing to win thole 
support to the government policy; 
They axe all conversant with tho 
argumenta which lead to the recogni- 
tion of the Soviet. The Soviet govern- 
ment, whether or not representing the 
popular wish or tho best; interests of 
"usaia at lanjs, ha3 now been de 
facto for seven years. It can no long- 
er be ignored. All the best interests 
of trade and international intercourse 
demand immediate recogn.tion. To 
promote renewed economic stability 
in Europe this recognition is essen- 
tial. I n the restoration of the Europe- 
an statua quo the earlicat increase of 
Caiiiuiiaii prosperity may best be 
looked for. Thia would assure stabll- 
ry in, increase of. and dependence on 
world markcta, which would mean 
enormous benefits to Canadian trade, 
both export and import. It is over- 
whelmingly in Uio best interesta of 
Canada that tho government's bill 
should pass at S.15. 

So tomorrow. Tuesday, night, tho 
two great parlies will join issue on 
this question; it" good sense prevails 
over puss. en. the result ia inevitable. 

The reshuffle of the cabinet mmlo 
necoesoxy by the union of tho Lab- 
orilos with the Liberals naturally re- 
sulted lu a ;reat slreutrUicoing of tho 
government's position. The Right 
Honorable, the Proler, Bert W-l'-j. 
continued tho leadership. The cabin- 
et, as announced m Saturday's press, 
is as follows: 

Prune Minister and President ol' 
the Council, H. Wells.

TRIP VERY 
SUCCESSFUL 

Visit Ottawa, Hull and Des- 
chênes 



On Saturday afternoon » party of 
Mechanical Club members visited tho 
f i oiiiiiiwc isruwwios Limnee. as jl 
ivns Saturday artornoon air. I'otor- 
son, the General Superintendant, was 
not at the plant, but Mr. lïlnin was 
or hand to conduct the visitors over 
the building; and give them sonic idea 
or (ho various processes connected 
win brewing. Unfortunately lor 
him the plant was closed for a ireeU 
owl, and consequently very little, of the 
machinery was running, thus making 
bis tank more difficult. 

■Roth ale and beer are. made by fer- 
mi-mlng. malt, and malt is grain that 
has been artificially germinated by 
moisture and heat. The only grain that 
io used at the Frontonac Krrworles is 
barley. A certain amount of hops is 
also necessary. The barley is grown 
in Canada, but the hops arc obtained 
from the United States and from Ger- 
many. 

. The ffraln a? delivered by hoi cut If 
token up to the fifth storey by a 
bucket conveyor and dropped into 
iliroo huge malt bins each of which is 
n.-. high as the building. The malt 
; taken out of the bins at the. bottom 
-•eauired. and again taken by a 
nvoyor to tin top storey of 
the. building, where It passes over 
automata scales and Into a grinding 
machine, îroro which it is charged into 
a steeping tank which has a perforat- 
ed bottom through which the liquid is 
ftltorcd off. The spont grain is sold 
to farmers for cattle feed, for which 
purpose jt i.s much prized, especially 
for dairy cows. 

The malt liquor is boiled in a large 
copper kettle having a double bottom, 
the outer oue of sheet Iron, live steam 
belnt; passed ir. between the two bot- 
Mms. There are two such kettles, 
one of which will hold K760 gallons, 
the other having a capacity of 5000 
pallons. 

After the boiling process yssasi is 
ndded to the liquor and it is allowed 
to ferment in large: vats. Heat is 
generated during the fermentation, 
aiid this is counteracted by having 
a small cooling coil in each vat. The 
principal difference between alt and 
lager beer is that the ale is "top fer- 
mented" in large open wooden vats, 
while the lager boor 1b "bottom fer^ 
mehted" in steel vats lined with glass. 
After being sufficiency fermented the 
ale or beer is aged tor about two 
months in huge steel lanks in the 
"warm morale room" where the tem- 
perature is kept at ubout 4(io J'., and 
then for another two months in the 
"cold storage mum" which is kept at 
a temperature of about two degrees 
below freezing; there being enough 
alcohol in the boer to keep it from 
freezing at this temperature. 

After having been aged the beer is 
o storage tanks in the cellar,' 
from which it is token ac required 
lor bottling. Before bottling the beer 
is passed through a filter, similar to 
the Sweetman prestos seen at the 
Ht -Lawrence Sugar P.eiinerles, so as to 
remove all dregs or sediment. In 
connection with this filter there are 
three machinée or washing the "leaves', 
or strainers ot tin filler press. In 
the same "wash room'' there i.s an in- 
genious machine lor washing and 
cleaning the kcg.s and barrels. 

The bottling machine is very inter- 
esting. The empty bottles are fed 
into the pockets of an endless chain 
belt which carrios them through the 
Mashing machine. They tirst enter 
a tank of warm watur, tiien they pass 
into a hot alkali oath, uad finally into 
a lukc-w&rui bath to cool them before 
filing them with the cold beer. The 
bottles art cleaned on the outside by 
brushos, and iuaid/: by a Jot of water 
and compressed air. The washed 
bottles pass une by one on an endless 
platform, past an inspector who re- 
jects any dirty onee, to the filling 
machine, and thence, to the crowning 
machine which puts on the metal cap. 
The final stage ie the fascinating 
labelling machine, ot which there are 
two for each bottling machine. As 
the bottles pasa by an arm picks up 
two labeled and places them on the 
bottle, one on the body and the other 
on tho neck, and a second pair of 
arms smooths over the two lal/els. 
The bottles are then cratod tor ahip- 
;> eut. 

The power house was vieitcd, in 
which were soon tb,o two large ice 
machine*, two air compressor?, two 
•s/'ub.I] dynamos and oue large one, as 
well as various pumps, Tho power 
house Ik served by three 300 11. P, 
.Bibcock and Wilcox boilers. Another 
interesting feature- of the plant was tho 
testing laboratory,

The first plant visited was that of 
the "Ottawa-Hull-Hydro"— juet below 
the Falls. Here " 7000 K.V.À. unit: 
were in operation and ample opportu- 
nity was given to sec everytiunff., 
Stories were told of switchboard, wir- 
ing, Gorman vs. Canadien Turbines, 
Ice. etc. The three generating unite 
were all of the horizontal type anl 
built by the Canadian General Klec- 
tric. It is a new plant and eventually 
destined, to take the lu&d from many 
of the older plants. 

Next came the E.B- Kddy plant. 
First, die grinding department was in- 
spected and then power plant. All 
the grinders etc., are driven by five 
large "Wewtlnghuuse" Induction mo- 
tors. The generating unite consist of 
three generators built by the Swodish 
Genera! Llloctric. Here, the party 
heard tales of machines running in 
water and the weird freaks of lighting, 
running on a transmission Hue with 
no bumpers to stop It. 

Next wits the dead plant of tbc Ot- 
tawa- Hull. Here, five unite were 
standing idle — the main reason being 
that the whole five were only equal 
tu une ot the new ones. 

Finally, about noon, oue of the sub- 
stations of the Ottawa Electric ttu.il- 
wus visited. The main point of in- 
terest, here was the conversion of A.C. 
U FJ.C, for the Street Hallway. 

On the way back for lunch, time 
was taken to make a short trip thru 
l h Parliament iiuildings. Consider- 
able lime was lost and more colds 
v.ore caught while some pictures were 
taken on the ateps. The trip through 
the building was very interesting and 
for the sake of the artistic, it may be 
said uoue of the now buildings, with aJI 
its fosailigtd stone, looks halt as nice 
as the old Library. Several took time 
to teal the speakers chain and sign the 
visitors' book. After lunch at 1.30, 
the party proceeded to Dochenes — five 
miles from Hull— to sec the nickel 
plant, Hon:, Copper and Nickel arc 
obtained by electrolytic processes from 
the "Matte" obtained from Sudbury. 
Five monmerfc of the staff took groups 
around and made a thorough Job of it, 
having practiced the day before on the 
"Engineering Institute" visitors:. 'l'Ile 
whole afternoon was spent here and 
the whole field of electric furnaces, 
roasting', decomposition voilages and 
making ingots was explained . Dm. 
to the intensive, otudy on Dr. Muasses' 
course the week before, it was all very 
intelligible, too. Power, for this work, 
Is obtained over a transmission line 
from Hull and con verted to IJ.'..'. by 
two rotary convort.ors. One does not 
v aJk to DcschencK, they have an Elec- 
tric Hallway. Coining bad, from IJos- 
chence, there was only time lor supper 
and a wild scramble for the station 
t', catch the 6,515 lime bade.

INDUSTRY HAS NEED 
FOR TRAINED MEN 

Positions Being Opened Fatt- 
er Than They Can be 
Filled 

Science men who have fears as to 
their future chance of positions will 
be hetu-tened by the following article 
which comes to. us from aorosis the 
line. While not necessarily apply- 
ing to Canada it is an indication n» 
io how things are in the States. 

The possibility of 400,000 now posi- 
tion* of respoiis.ib Hty in Industry bo- 
iug available by 1330, with only 50,- 
D00 students at the present time in 
the technical schools of the country, 
caused tho National Industrial Con- 
ference. Hoard to call a conference of 
industrialists and educators in order 
to meek a remedy for the lack of 
trained mull iu industry. 

According to a report made by the 
lolnt Conferonoe Committee on En- 
gineering Education, as It Is callîd, 
a survey of the educational facilities 
of the côuntiy show they are not ca- 
llable of mooting the great demand to 
be made, on them for technical men. 
Asserting that its survey showed that 
tho opportunities for youth In ; this 
country arc greater to-day limn ever 
before, the commlttoe made public 
ihe following conclusion reached by 
it: 

"Tho demand for young men with 
capaolty tor becoming administrative 
or technical leaders Is already far 
greater than the number of such men 
now being graduated from the engin- 
eering schools. If lc equally aa Im- 
portant that a. greater proportion of 

he gril filiale» of engineering schools 

ie young men or high quality as that 
the total number of graduates bo in- 
creased. Therefore admission to 
lhe.se schools should bo based on eel • 
active lests. 
The preparatory schools can por- 

brni a grcnl. scrvico to industry us 
well as lo the sin don Is by properly 
evaluating the advantagoii of un en- 
gineering courue and guiding toward 
Lhc engineering schools t)ie boys who 
have, or in whom can be devo|oiiod,
